In the main hall hbolow games of all

W, Mebmmols, has been singalarly
unfortunate in lis eavecr in the woest,
Hig placo was twice hurned to the
gronnd in Uheyenne and a thenter
estublighaed by himat Dendwood shared
tho sape fate,  When the Leadville
exeitement swept  the ocountry, le
packed up and fell in with the surging
tide of silver-erazed pilgrims and soon
erected a building and  oponed out his
theator in that new  camp,  Fortune
agadn smiled upon i, for o time, hut
a fuw months sinee the fire-iond ones
maore H\\'u-h!u-l] down upon him nnd
swallowed up his all.
